He stated that as a 
result, they asked the Commission's 
consent at that time to move forward on 
a zoning ordinance amendment, which 
would allow a mortuary use in the above 
stated districts with approval of the 
Board of Zoning Appeals. He stated that 
this is the ordinance that would 
accomplish that and would allow the 
petitioner to come back into the Board 
of Zoning Appeals to establish the use 
at the location they had requested 
rezoned.
